Had he not a constitution of iron he 
would - have succumbed long ago, for he has 
made nearly-a bundred speeches in the last 
two weeks.

Was thought to be unavoidable. The Demo- 
crate had planned a comprehensive coloniza- 
tion scheme., Ohio has no registry law. It 
used to have, but a Democratic Legislature re- 
pealed this most useful shield against fraud.

NO IMPORTANT GERMAN DEFECTION. 

They are encouraged in this view by the fact 
that outside of Cincinnati there is almost no 
defection among the Germans. Upon this 
point important testimony is given by Fritz 
Glogauer, the editor of the Cleveland Anzeiger. 
This paper has supported the Democratic 
party in the last few contests in this State 
where the temperance issuc has been made 
prominent. Mr. Glogauer said to your corre- 
spondent: “There is no defection among the 
Germans in Ohio now from the Republican 
party. Weare for Blaine. My paper supports 
bim. We recognize the fact that the temper-.; 
ance issue is not in this campaign. The 
people who are talkme of a German 
bolt from Blaine on account of an alleged 
temperance issue must think the Germans 
are fools. The majority of the Germans and 
the saloonkeepers are satisfied with the pres- 
ent License law in this State, and regard it as 
the best possible solution of the question. You 
will find no German Republicans in this State 
voting against Mr. Blaine in October. 

THE IRISH IN CUYAHOGA. 

The bolt of the Irish-Americans from the 
Democratic ticket is nearly as strong in this 
State asin New York. This ws shown right 
here m Cleveland, where Foran was elected to 
Congress last time by over 4,000 majority. 
Since that time the Democrats have gerry- 
mandered the district so as to take 
away from it 1,500 Republicans. Yet, in spite of 
this, itis clear that Foran himself, an Irish- 
men, and a supposed friend of the working 
classes, is now regarded as absolutely certain 
of being beaten. If he is this will represent a 
gain of over 6,000 votes. The workingmen and 
Irish-Americans are cutting Foran because be 
is against Blaine. Cleveland, which went Dem- 
ocratic last year, is said to be certainly Repub- 
lican this year. 

THE HURRAH PART OF THE CAMPAIGN. 

Mr. McKinley, who had such a close run in 
his district last time that the Democratic House 
unseated him, was here today. He says that 
now he is perfectly confideut of 1,500 majority. 

Gen. Logan base done a great work in this 
State in stirring up the enthusiasm of the Re- 
publicans, so as te set them to work, and now 
Mr. Blaine has arrived the demonstrations on 
his bebalf have disheartened the Democrats. 
No one expects that many votes will be 
changed by the speech-making or demonstra- 
tions of the canvase, but the effect of the great 
meetings of the last week and those to come is 
to call out every Republican and to harmonize 
ail party differences growing out of local jeal- 
ousies.

But as the 
Republicans are thoroughly forewarned they 
will be able to meet this policy and expose it. . 

THE WOOL-GROWERS. 

There are 40,000 wool-growers in this State. 
All are protectionists. Fully 80 per cent of 
these men are Republicans., It is said that at 
the last State election the wool-growers defeat- 
ed the Republican vicket on account of the Re- 
publicans in Congress cutting the wool 
tariff. This year all of the Republican 
wool-growers and many of the Democrats wil! 
vote for the Republican ticket on account of 
the protection principles of the Republican 
party. Upon the whole, the situation bere to- 
day looks very well. Unless the Democrats are 
able to use large sums of money without de- 
tection the Republican ticket must be elected 
in October by the majority the managers now 
confidently expect. Fifteen thousand will sat- 
isfy the Republicana, as would have ten in 
Maine.. More than that will be regarded as the 
absolute end of all Democratic pretensions of 
electing their National ticket.

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| RESULT OF GLANDERS IN EGYPT. 
DR. PAAREN'S INVESTIGATIONS, 


+ Dr, Paaren, the State Veterinarian, returned 


yesterday morning from a trip to the southern 
part of the State, For some time there had 
been rumors of the existence of gianders in 
different parts of Williamson County. An in- 


| yestigation brought to light the fact that some 


unprincipled fellow had been trading in horses 
afflicted with this disease. A man named 
Robertson bad had glanders on hig farm for 
some time. Severalof his animals died from 
the malady, while one had to be killed to re- 
lieve it of its sufferings. Early in the spring 
Robertson traded off one of his diseased norses 
to aman named Case, living in the same coun- 
ty, representing, at the same time, that the ani- 
mal was just recovering from an attack of dis- 
temper. Case in nis tarn parted with his in- 
fected purchase to John W. White, a 
farmer living near Madison. Early 
in the summer one of his other 
horses began to show symptoms of ailment, 
but soon recovered, and White gave no further 
thought to the matter. The neigbboring farm- 
ers and the people around became acquainted 
with the history of the case, especially with 
reference to Robertson’s tran and they 
began to get alarmed, insisting t White 
should keop his borses confined to farm to 
prevent the contagion from spreading. There- 
upon White communicated through the State- 
Attorney with the State Veterinarian, and an 
examination of his stock last Friday and Satur- 
day followed. Dr. Paaren found that, besides 
the borse bought by White in the spring, two 
other horses—a valuable brown one and a fine 
young colt out of thoroughbred stock—had 
contracted the disease, although it was only in 
its incipiency, Applicanon was made to a Jus- 
tice of the Peace to have three disinterested 
freehboiders sworn in as appraisers. This was 
done, and the animals were valued at $25 for 
the black mare, bought of Cave, $15 for the 
brown horse, and $10 for the colt. They were 
atterward shot by the State officer,

PENNSYLVANIA. 
A TERRIBLE VISITATION‘. 

BRADFORD, Pa., Sept: 28.—|Special.}|—At 
about 5 o'clock this afternoon a funnel-shaped 
cloud was seen coming froin the southwestern 
heavens. The cloud was dark and came rush- 
ing over the landscape at terrific speed. It 
looked like a monster top boring along over 
the earth's surface. In the distance giant 
trees, lumber, and houses were flying like 
feathers through the air. A man was caught 
on the outskirts of the storm and lifted bodily 
six feet into the air. His injuries were not 
scrious. 

GREAT TREES UPROOTED.  . 

The belt traversed by thé cyclone was less 
than five yards in width. The storm touched 
on the edges of Riterville, hut did no damage. 

Then it passed to the southwest, taking in its 
course the Village of Alton, which is fifteen 
suiles south of Bradford. Its path was strewn 
for a quarter of a mile on each side with great 
hemlock trees, which had been torn out of the 
earth by their roots and carricd bodily through 
the air. Lumber and débris of all kinds fairly 
darkened the air. 

GREAT DAMAGE IN ALTON. 

In the Town of Alton seven houses were lit- 
erally blown to pieces.” 

A long bridge was lifted from its foundations 
and landed five rods away ina swamp. 

The feed store of Phillips Bros. was the first 
to encounter the tury of the cyclone. Mr. 
Phillips cannot find his store now. It was 
picked up as if. it were a toy -and the timbers 
and the stock of feed within its walls are lying 
somewhere in the vicinity. 

In a vacant lot a rod away stood the Method- 
ist Episcopal Church, a building thirty by sixty, 
which bad just been inclosed. The prospective 
worshipers who witnessed the storm saw their 
edifice sucked into the heavens, as it were. 
They did not see it come down again, but they 
noticed above flying , joists, timbers, and scaf- 
foldings. A section of the roof was found 
nearly half a mile away. 

MIRACULOUS ESCAPES. 

Near the track of the Erie Railroad and right 
in the centre of the track of the storm the large 
two-story wooden residence of Michael enary’ 
han was lifted fully sixty feet from its founda- 
tion, carried through the air for about a rod, 
and dashed against the earth.

Walters was a highly-respected citizen and 


Justice of the Peace at Rocky Comfort, Ark., 
at the time of his arrest. 

George Leppert Jr., sentenced to three years 
in the Sing Sing Prison two years ago, took out 
$150,000 policies on his life and claimed to be 
paralyzed from an injury received by being 
struck by a projecting timber from a train at 
the Erie Jepot at Port Jervis., N. ¥. Several 
doctors pronounced him shamming, and all but 
two companies refused to setie the suite. 
Suits are pending with these companies. 

Justice Staniey Matthews of the United 
States Supreme Court has sent to Clerk Baxter 
bis decision in the case of the Louisville & 
Nashville Railroad Company against the Ten- 
nessee State tax assessory, which will be read 
Oct. 20. The assessment on the main stem and 
the Decatur Division, $75,000, being considered 
too high, the railroad company applied for an 
injunction to enjoin the assessment, 

B. F. Chapmanof Wiarton, Ont., made an 
experiment in the Niagara River with an air- 
tight life-boat. She went through the rapids 
all right below the falis, and came near enough 
to the Canadian shore to be caught, and was 
uninjured. The boat was again sent into the 
current and headeti for the terrible whirlpool, 
where she struck a rock and almost instant- 
ly went to pieces. 

William Warford, a tesabubenam: was shot and 
killed at his home three miles from Nashville, 
Tenn., on the Clifton turnpike, by Samuel Lee. 
When found the body of Warford was lying on 
its side within about twenty feet of his house, 
to which position it had evidently been dragged 
from the spring near by that was used in com- 
mon by the farmers and tamilies. Lee cannot 
betound. He had threatened to kill Warford 
because the latter had poisoned his dog. 


There is an alarming epidemic of diphtheria 
in Lansingburg, two miles from Troy, N. Y. 
One physician has nineteen cases in charge, 
and doctors from Troy have been called upon 
to assist the village physicians. In one house 
sh ete 0 two children lay dead and a third 

dying. The spread of ‘ the malady dates 
bac about ten days, when the upturning of 
the earth for the extension of the water-works 
began. To this is attributed the epidemic. 

The steamer Bristol, from Montreal for Bris- 
tol, has arrived at St. Johns, N. F., with her 
propelier broken, smashed by collision with 
ice. There are 875° icebergs between Cape 

and Cape Hace. An 
of fifteen icebergs pass  8t. 
daily, going south in the track of ocean steam- 
ers. Craft arriving at 8t. Johns report passing 
large quantities of wreckage on the coast of 
Labrador Thursday. Fierce hurriganes were 
experiencea the same date. 

Bince the Mormon converts in Lewis County, 
Tennessee, were Ordered to leave ou pain of 
meeting a fate srmilar to of the two Elders 
who were shot dowh many have departed for 
other States, and others are preparing to follow. 
Some have renounced their faith in 
order to save themselves trouble. A second 
notice has been posted, warning all Mormons 
to depart by the Ist of October or suffer the 
consequences. They are greatly alarmed, and 
it is thought nearly all of them will obey. 

A report comes from Humphreys County, 
Tennessee, that trouble is brewing between the 
whites and blacks near Bohen's Springs. It is 
said a number of negroes have left that 
vicinity because they had been ordered 
to do so, the reason given being that 
the farmers give employment. to these 
negroes, that they work cheapest, and that 
the laboring class are thus prevented from ob- 
taining emp!oyment.

The 
Syracuse is built with easier lines than the ton, 
butis not cut away as much as the Jewett.

Her 
principal dimensions are: Keel, 267 feet; over all, 
282 feet; depth of hold, 15 feet 8 inches. She is 
built of mild steel, the most approved by modern 
shipbuilders. She has three spars, rigged with 
standing gaf's. Her engine, boilers, ete, are ex- 
actly similar to those of the Albany. She was 
built by the Detroit Dry-Dock Company for the 
Western Transit Company.
